London Stock Exchange Says Truce 
Pact Signed; Other Developments 


Optimism that an armistice is near in Korea was 
building up rapidly today. 

A bulletin on the London Stock Exchange, denied in 
New York, said the peace agreement had already been 
signed. 

New York industrials were down an average of 20 
cents, dropping below Thursday's low 

From other world capitals came these developments 


TOKYO (AP)—A leading United States authority 
said today an agreement to exchange Korean prison- 
ers of war is likely to be signed at Panmunjom Satur- 
day but an armistice agreement could not be signed 
before next week. 

“The UN and the Communists are nearer. agree- 
ment on that issue than ever before,” said the official, 
who asked that his name be withheld. “This looks 
like the real thing.” 


SEOUL, Korea (Reuters)—President Syngman 
Rhee, still protesting against draft terms of a Korean 
truce, said ‘tonight“that South Korea would accept 
them nonetheless because of its friendship for the 
United States. 


OTTAWA (BUP)—An unusual expression of 
optimism on progress at the Korean truce talks was 
voiced today by the prime minister's office and the 
Department of External Affairs. 

Acting Prime Minister Brooke Claxton said re- 
ports to the government were “the most encourag- 
ing” this country had received since the drawn-out 
talks began more than a year ago. 

LONDON (Reuters) — British Commonwealth 
prime ministers meeting here have sent a message to 
Washington underlining, it is believed, their optimism 
that a Korean truce now is in sight. 

The document expressed the prime ministers’ 
views of the Communist reaction Thursday to the 
United Nations latest truce proposals;
